We reserve the right to reject any bid, to determine 
the opening price, to set bidding increments, to vary the order 
of the auction, to reopen bidding in the case of a dispute, to 
withdraw any lot, to bid on behalt of CNG, to bid on behalf of 
the consignor, and to permit the consignor to bid on his own 
lots. CNG may loan or advance money to consignors or 
prospective bidders, and ees an interest other than com- 
mission charges in any lot. CNG may bid on its own account as 
an “insider” with information not available to the public.

Rare Inaugural Issue for Aesillas 
By L Julius Caesar, Praetor of Macedon

This rare coin is the first issue of the Quaestor Aesillas, whose coinage 
was massive in later years. It names the praetor Caesar, who has been 
identified with L. Julius Caesar, governor (praetor) of Macedon in the 
late 90's BC. A man of the same name was praetor of Macedon in 67 
BC. Thus the dating of the series is far from certain; however the tra- 
ditional dating of circa 94-88 BC is supported by evidence of Athenian 
overstrikes. Nevertheless, arguments have also been made for dates 
from the mid-80’s through the early 60’s BC. In any case, this is the 
inaugural issue and of historical importance as such.

At the time of Golenko & Karyszkowski’s publication of the corpus of 
known gold coins of Pharnakes, there were 15 known specimens. A 
very few specimens have since come to light, bringing the known pop- 
ulation of these very rare pieces to about 22, of which about 10 are in 
museums. 


Pharnakes was awarded the Bosporos Kingdom by Pompey, for the 
betrayal of his father Mithradates VI, King of Pontos. Little is known 
of his 16-year reign except for its ending. During the civil war between 
Pompey and Julius Caesar, Pharnakes tried to recapture his father’s 
former territories in Pontos. He won a victory over Caesar’s general, 
Domitius Calvinus, and ordered Romans in the region castrated or put 
to the sword. Stirring himself from his idyll with Cleopatra in Egypt, 
Caesar launched a rapid five day war against Pharnakes in 47 BC. The 
armies met at the battle of Zela. Pharnakes got some shock value by 
ordering his scythed chariots to attack uphill. But after a tough four- 
hour fight, Caesar emerged completely victorious, prompting him to 
report back to the Senate with the now famous dictum, “Veni, Vidi, 
Vici” (I came, I saw, I conquered).

Syria -- The Seleukid Dynasty 


Seleukos was one of Alexander the Great’s generals. He gained 
the satrapy of Babylonia in 321 BC. Ousted by Antigonus the 
One-Eyed five years later, he fled to Egypt but returned to 
regain Babylonia in 312 BC. The Seleukids dated the establish- 
ment of their empire from that date. 


Seleukos had considerable success in the wars of the Successors, 
eventually gaining control over almost all of Alexander’s old 
empire except Macedon and Egypt. His dynasty lasted for 
almost 250 years, ending when Pompey annexed Syria in 64 BC.

Newell believed that Bactra was the only Seleukid mint in 
Bactria. However, excavations in Afghanistan at the site of Ai 
Khanoum — whose ancient name is unknown — have estab- 
lished that there was almost certainly a mint at that location. Not 
only were many coins found, but in addition ten unstruck 
bronze flans were discovered.

Stylistically, they exhibit 
among the finest of Hellenistic portraits, indicating that Mithradates 
probably used the die-cutters of the deposed Seleukids. His addition of 
‘Philhellene’ (friend of the Greeks) to the legend shows his desire for the 
cooperation of his new subjects, cooperation which was hardly forth- 
coming throughout the long Arsakid rule.

A highland state in modern-day Ethiopia, Axum issued coins in 
a statement of sovereignty paralleling that of Rome, Persia, and 
the Kushans. Importantly, the coinage of Axum is the only 
ancient coinage of sub-Saharan Africa.

coil around the tree as its guardian). After difficulties locating the gar- 
den, Herakles could not pick the apples himself.

As with many of the moneyers’ types of the late 1st century BC, C. 
Numonius Vaala’s reverse type refers to an historic event in his fami- 
ly’s past. We cannot know which specific ancestor is referred to, but the 
scene depicts military action that brought a specific honor to the soldier 
involved. During the siege of a city or an enemy camp, the first soldier 
to breach the walls was awarded the corona vallaris, or “wall crown”. 
The cognomen Vaala became an hereditary title among the Numonii, to 
be displayed proudly by the first member of the family to achieve the 
office of moneyer.

Selections From a European Collection 


This is an attractive collection of the people’s money. The quad- 
rans was the smallest coin in circulation after 90 BC and sur- 
vived until the reign of Antoninus Pius. A quadrans was the 
basic price of entry to the public baths at Rome and was also the 
fee charged by a prostitute of the lowest class. In contrast with 
other Imperial coins, the quadrans rarely bears the emperor’s 
portrait. Melville-Jones has suggested that its low value and 
hence its low status rendered it unsuitable for an imperial por- 
trait.

There is some debate as to whether or not the BRITANNIA asses of 
Antoninus Pius were struck in the Roman province of Britannia itself. 
D.R. Walker, who recently considered the question in “The Temple of 
Sulis Minerva at Bath: Volume 2, the Finds from the Sacred Spring,” 
pp. 295-296, repeatedly alludes to the coins as “British associated.” In 
regards to the BRITANNIA dupondii, Walker argues that they were 
produced in Rome for shipment to Britain, and it is unlikely that the 
asses would have been manufactured at a mint other than that striking 
the dupondii. Nevertheless, the peculiar fabric of this issue, as well as 
the fact that not a single specimen has been excavated outside Britain, 
would seem to indicate provincial manufacture.

The young Caesars are shown in the usual con- 
sular regalia, whilst their father’s depiction on the obverse (radiate 
crown, raised right hand and globe in left) is strongly reminiscent of 
the sun-god Sol who had been so prominent on the earlier 
Constantinian coinage. This was the year of the great tragedy in the 
imperial family which saw the downfall and execution not only of 
Constantine’s eldest son Crispus, but also of his wife Fausta, the step- 
mother of Crispus.

All of Majorian’s coins are scarce, if not rare. The bronze issues were 
struck at Mediolanum (Milan), Ravenna and Rome, and the Milan 
issue is exceptional for the fact that the mint was not a moneta publi- 
ca - this and an uncertain specimen of Nepos being the only bronze it 
is known to have issued. In the absence of the mint-mark, a situation 
which is frequently encountered on the fifth-century aes coinage due to 
the small flan size and crude workmanship, often one must depend 
totally on style for mint attribution. In the case of Majorian’s Milan 
issue this becomes quite easy as the style is distinctive, most noticeably 
in the bulbous facial features and long neck.

This coin is 0.5 gm heavier than average, and exceeds “small module” 
designation by 2mm.

The Grand Masters of the Hospital of 
St. John of Jerusalem at Rhodes 


This order was founded in Jerusalem during the first Crusade. 
Its original function was to operate a hospice for pilgrims trav- 
eling to the Holy Land. Over time it became increasingly mili- 
tant and took an active part in the campaigns against the 
Moslems. When the Christians lost Jerusalem in 1197, it moved 
to Acre in Palestine. The order took the island of Rhodes in 1310, 
which it held until 1523. During this period it was a military and 
commercial power in the region.

One of the most interesting of Offa's coins is not his at all but his 
wife's, Queen Cynethryth. Her coins bear her name, title and portrait 
while making no mention of him. It is unparalleled in English coinage 
for a member of the royal family to strike in his or her own name with- 
out mentioning the monarch. When C.E. Blunt wrote his article, there 
were in total less than twenty known examples of Cynethryth’s pen- 
nies.

Upon the death of his father (the exiled James II), James, Prince of 
Wales, was recognized by the French king Louis XIV as James III, King 
of England. In 1708 James led an unsuccessful French naval expedition 
to invade Scotland. In the autumn of 1715 his second invasion suc- 
ceeded in landing and he was proclaimed King James VIII in several 
Scottish towns. His coronation was planned for January, 1716, but the 
battle turned against him and he was forced to flee back to France before 
he could be crowned. 


These dies, prepared to strike the new king’s coins, were never used 
until they came into the possesion of Matthew Young, a London coin 
dealer, who struck a small number of specimens in 1828. The dies were 
then defaced and given to the British Museum.
